Wire Service Halted 
When It Aids Bookies 


TALLAHASSEE—Attorney Gen- 
eral Richard Ervin has announced 
that he will ask that Florida’s 
anti-bookie -wire service law be 
invoked to stop operations of Con- 
tinental Press Service and every 
other agency that may have a tie- 
in with it. He said he will request 
the State Railroad and Public Util- 
ities Cornmission to take the action 
on the basis of evidence that two 
men were found last Saturday tele- 
phoning horse race, results to Con- 
tinental in New York from a con- 
nunications shack overlooking Sun- 
shine Park near Tampa. 

The attorney general said he is 
looking into the anti-bookie law to 
see whether the man can be charg- 
ed with violating any criminal pro- 
vision. He said he will ask the 
Peninsular Telephone Company to 
remove. its lines from the shack the 
faa were using. 


Plat Law To Draw 
Voters’ Attention 
On Tuesday Feb. 21 


Referendum Election will be held 
Feb. 21, 1950 apon” The “PLAT 
LAW" Chapter 26,112 Special Acts 
of the 1949 Legislature; It auttor- 
izes the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Palm Beach County in 
areas outside municipalities to pré- 
scribe the width of roads, streets, 
alleys and other thoroughfares and 
set backs for buildings. 

It also provides for the approval 
by the County Commission before 
filing of record of subdivision plata 
where land comprising one acre or 
more is divided into lots, parcels or 
tracts, three or more to the acre. 
THE LAW ALSO PROVIDES that 
where land is subdivided into lots, 
tracts or parcels within the bound- 
aries of any municipality in Palin 
Beach County the Governing Body 
of each municipality shall pre- 
scribe, width of roads, streets, al- 


leys. thoroughfare and set, backs 
thérefrom as a prerequisite to the 
filing for record of such proposed 
subdivision plat and must - also 
have the approval of the Board of 
County Commissioners and County 
Engineer before such plat is eligi- 
ble for filing. 

To Summarize The Law Pro- 
vides: No plat of land in Palm 
Beach County shall be recorded un- 
less: 

(a) If located in a municipality 
it has the approval of the Govern- 
ing Body of the municipality as 
well as the approval of the Board 
of County Commissioners and the 
approval of the County Engineer, 

(b) If not in a municipality it , 
must be approved by the County 
Commission and the County En- 
gineer. 

(c) Must meet with the approval 

of the proper zoning authorities if 
zoning ordinances or regulations 
involving the land are in effect. 
_ (b) Grades of all streets, roads, 
alleys and other rights of way and 
the elevations and ‘contour of the 
lands inyolved in the plat must be 
shown @ither on the plat to be 
filed or on a separate instrument 
attached to the plat and reference 
made thereto.

Be On Your Ballot 


In Election Feb. 21 


Another law to be voted on Feb. 
21, is the zoning act. The\zoning 
act would empower and authorize 
the Board of County Commission- 
ers of Palm Beach County to reg- 
.| ulate, restrict and zone areas with- 
in the boundaries of Palm Beach 
County not included in any munic- 
ipality. It would empower tha 
County Commission to divide the 
territory into as many districts a3 
deemed advisable. ` 
No part or portion of any terri- 
tory shall be placed in a district or 
territory to be zoned without a pe- 
tition in, writing presented to ‘the 
board of county commissioners 
signed by at least 50 percent of 
owners of lands, lying within. 
roposed district requesting 
the lands within the proposed 
district be restricted or zoned. 
Unless at least 50 percent of, 
owners of property in a district or 
area want zoning to be placed in 
effect no action will be taken bv 
the County Commission even 
though this Act is ratified by the 
voters of Palm Beach County.
